A  Year  of  Searching

AVENUE  SYNAGOGUE 
SCORECARD  will  have  noticed 
many  staff  changes  happening  here.  With 
the  bittersweet  news  of  Rabbi  Rein’s  new 
position  in  Alexandria,  Virginia,  Rabbi 
Zuckerman’s  transition  from  Director 
of  Congregational 
Education  to  Rabbi, 
Carol  Hendin’s 
retirement,  and  the 
open  position  of  High 
School  Director, 
this  year  could  be 
dubbed  the  “Year 
of  Searches.”  The 
lay  and  professional 
leadership  of  the  synagogue  has  spent 
countless  hours  sifting  through  resumes, 
interviewing  candidates  and  checking 
references.  Each  search  is  progressing 
well  and  hopefully  by  the  time  of  this 
publication,  the  searches  will  have 
concluded,  and  there  will  be  four  new 
staff  members  starting  at  PAS  on  July  E 
One  unexpected  byproduct  of  all  this 
outward  searching  has  been  an  “inward 
search”  on  the  nature  of  synagogue 
life.  What  is  the  critical  skill  set  for 
congregational  leadership?  Is  there 
a  “hard-skill”  needed  to  run  a  high 


school  program,  or  is  it  a  Pied-Piper/ 
soft  skill  that  we  are  looking  for?  What 
are  the  competencies  that  can  and 
can’t  be  learned  on  the  job?  As  we  fill 
out  the  rabbinic  team,  are  we  looking 
for  candidates  who  reflect  a  singular 
rabbinic  vision,  or  is  the  goal  to  create  a 
complement  of  rabbis  as  diverse  as  the 
1500-plus  families  of  our  congregation? 
As  we  have  interviewed  nearly  every 
graduating  Conservative  rabbinical 
student,  we  have  had  many  opportunities 
to  reflect  on  the  state  of  rabbinical 
education,  the  future  of  synagogue 
life  and  the  all-important  relationship 
between  the  two. 

It  is  with  this  thought  that  I  invite  the 
entire  congregation  to  come  to  Shabbat 
services  on  Seminary  Shabbat,  Saturday 
morning  April  5.  As  is  our  tradition, 
Chancellor  Arnold  Eisen  will  address  our 
community  during  services,  affirming  the 
vibrant  and  growing  relationship  between 
our  synagogue  and  the  fountainhead  of 
the  Conservative  movement.  A  big  thank 
you  to  PAS@JTS  co-chairs  Erica  Schultz 
and  Erin  Eizenstat  for  overseeing  this 
Shabbat  and  our  ongoing  relationship. 

This  year,  the  Chancellor  will 
address  “The  Future  of  the  American 
Synagogue.”  As  both  a  student  of 


American  Jewry  and  the  leader  of 
the  training  ground  for  clergy  and 
Jewish  educators,  Chancellor  Eisen  is 
especially  well  positioned  to  reflect  on 
the  institutional  and  individual  steps 
necessary  to  build  a  vibrant  American 
Jewish  future  with  the  synagogue  at  its 
center.  I  am  particularly  excited  that  this 
year,  the  Chancellor  and  I  will  engage 
in  dialogue  with  each  other  and  the 
congregation  following  an  embellished 
kiddush.  As  important  as  it  may  be  for  us 
to  hear  from  the  Chancellor,  I  am  equally 
excited  for  the  Chancellor  to  hear  from 
our  community.  As  we  are  stakeholders 
in  the  success  of  JTS,  our  input  is 
critical  as  the  next  generation  of  Jewish 
professional  leadership  is  cultivated.

From  Rabbi  Steven  I.  Rein 


“I  Just  Called  to  Say  I  Love  You” 


These  words,  made  famous 

by  Stevie  Wonder  in  1984,  are  my 
message  for  Pesah  this  year.  On 
Pesah  we  typically  turn  our  attention 
towards  helping  those  in  need  and  to  dis¬ 
cussing  freedom.  This  year  I  would  like 
to  add  another  theme,  three  simple  words: 

”1  Love  You.”  Love 
is  in  the  air  during 
Pesah  as  we  recite  the 
lyrical  words  of  Shir 
HaShirim ,  the  Song  of 
Songs,  on  Shabbat  of 
Hoi  HaMoed.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Rabbis,  the 
poetry  of  this  biblical 
text  -  traditionally 
ascribed  to  King  Solomon  -  describes  the 
romantic  relationship  between  God  and 
Israel.  I  would  like  to  share  one  of  their 
midrashim. 

Once  there  was  a  princess  who  went 
out  to  gather  sheaves.  The  king  passed 
by,  recognized  that  she  was  his  daugh¬ 
ter,  and  sent  for  her  to  join  him  in  his 
carriage.  Her  girlfriends  were  sur¬ 
prised  at  her  and  said,  “Yesterday  you 
were  gathering  sheaves;  today  you 
sit  in  the  carriage  with  the  king!”  She 
said  to  them,  “I  am  just  as  astonished 
at  myself  as  you  are.” 

Similarly,  when  the  Israelites  were 
enslaved  in  Egypt  with  bricks  and 
mortar,  they  were  rejected  and 
despised  in  the  eyes  of  the  Egyptians. 
When  they  were  redeemed,  made 
free,  and  chosen  to  be  a  light  unto 
the  nations,  the  nations  of  the  world 


expressed  their  surprise.  Israel  said 
to  them,  “We  are  just  as  astonished  at 
ourselves  as  you  are”  (Shir  HaShirim 
Rabbah  6:27) 

On  a  basic  level,  this  midrash  is  a 
metaphor  for  God’s  love  of  Israel.  The 
princess  is  astonished  when  the  king 
recognizes  her;  she  is  overwhelmed  to 
discover  that  she  is  loved.  Now  imagine 
the  escaped  slaves,  realizing  that  God  has 
remembered  them.  They  must  have  felt 
astonishment  and  joy  at  God’s  love  for 
Israel,  expressed  through  the  miracles  of 
the  Exodus. 

This  is  true  for  each  and  every  one 
of  us.  Those  who  have  experienced  love 
know  how  powerful  and  astounding  it 
is  to  have  another’s  devotion.  Too  many 
of  us  too  often  feel  unloved  and  unap¬ 
preciated.  With  the  inspiration  of  Shir 
HaShirim ,  Pesah  can  be  a  time  for  telling 
others  how  much  we  love  them,  whether 
we  tell  them  regularly,  or  whether  the 
declaration  comes  as  a  surprise.  As  you 
prepare  for  this  Pesah,  in  addition  to 
caring  for  those  in  need  and  preparing 
the  seder,  I  encourage  you  to  make  that 
important  visit  or  phone  call.  Doing  so 
only  requires  “these  three  words  that  I 
must  say  to  you...”
